PARCEL OF PROPERTY ABUTTING UPON SAID STREETS WITHIN
THE LIMITS DEFINED WILL BE SPECIALLY BENEFITED AND
ENHANCED IN VALUE IN EXCESS OF THE AMOUNT OF THE COST
OF SAID IMPROVEMENTS PROPOSED TO BE, AND AS, ASSESSED
AGAINST SATD ABUTTING PROPERTY AND THE REAL AND TRUE
OWNERS THEREOF, AND LEVYING AN ASSESSMENT FOR THE
PAYMENT OF A PORTION OF THE COST OF IMPROVING SAID
STREETS WITHIN THE LIMITS DEFINED, FIXING A CHARGE AND
LIEN AGAINST ALL SAID ABUTTING FROPERTIES, AND THE REAL
AND TRUE OWNERS THEREOF, PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE
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OF ASSIGNABLE CERTIFICATES UPON THE COMPLETION AND
ACCEPTANCE OF SAID WORK, THE MANNER AND TIME OF PAY-
MENT THERECF, AND FROVIDING FOR THE MANNER AND METHOD
OF COLLECTION OF SAID ASSESSMENTS AND CERTIFICATES;
DECLARING AN EMERGENCY, AND PROVIDING THAT THIS

. ORDINANCE SHALL BECOME EFFECTIVE IMMEDIATELY UPON
ITS PASSAGE. (Caney Street and sundry other streets)

MR, CHARLES N. AVERY, JR., submitted & letter to the Mayor and Counecil,
appealing to the Council that it give consideration to the removal of the
$20,000,000 restriction which it had imposed on prospective bidders for supply=
ing gas requirements to the Power Flant for the 20 year period. He stated there
may be some corporstions that do not have a $20,000,000 structure, but that aid
have the know-how, gas reserves, and men of ability who could produce on this
contract. He noted the L.C.R.A. had not imposed such a restriction on its
bildders. The Mayor stated the Council would discuss this letter with the City
Manager and City Attorney and give him an answer. The Mayor noted this require-
ment was less than 10% of what the contract would be.

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plans and have considered the application
of Warren M. Beaman II, owner of property abutting on that part of Lake Austin
lying downstreeam from the westerly extension of the south line of Windsor Road,
the same being described as follows: Abstract No. 21, Survey-l, Wilkinson-
Sparks 1/4 Ieague, Travis County, Bounded by Westlake Drive on the south and
the south bank of Bee Creek on the north, as recorded in the Travis County Deed
Records; for permission to construct and maintain a boat dock projecting out
into the lake approximately twenty-three (23) feet beyond the normal high water
level. The construction details meeting ell requirements, I recommend that if
Warren M. Beamsn II is granted his request by the City Council, that it be sub-
Jject to the following conditions:

"(1) That nothing but creosoted piles, cedar piles or concrete piles, sub-
stantially braced and bolted to withstand wind and water pressure, be used in
the construction and that no structure shall extend more than one-third the
distance from shore to shore at the point where structure is located, or be
nearer than ten feet to any side property line of the owner or aepplicent.

"(2) That no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession stend, or
any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except marine
supplies and tackle, and no living querters of any character, shall be erected
on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structire extending
into or sbove Iake Austin.

"{3) fThat every structure shall be equipped with proper lights which show all
around the horizon for night use and shall be equipped with flags or other
warnings for daylight use.

"(4) tThat all structures extending out into the Lake be constantly kept in a
state of good repalir and that the premises be kept reasonably clean at all times.

Councilman Armstwong reported a request for the change of name of Oltorf
Street to LaPrell.

by the people who made this report, by the BExecutive Committee, Chief of Stafr,
and by cther members of the Medical Staff.

The City Menager stated if he could ket a list of products that are
acceptable to the staff, the Council could review them., It would be beneficiael
if possible to get a dozen manufacturers which any of their drugs would be accept
able, and then bids could be taken from these dozen menufacturers for a year's
supply of drugs end the doctors would have a type of product that would be
satisfactory to then.
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The Mayor stated after the Council receives the signatures, it will again
ask Mr. Wilson and Mr. Eskew to check into the contract; and have a conference
with The American Sterilizer Company and American Hospital Supply Corporation.
